Bnt we do not want to publish 
the Charter until we can give 
the Constitution and By- laws 
that shall govern the College and 
to make these perfect, requires 
time.

proper manner, and it takes time 
to look up the various laws and 
enactments on the subject, but 
have patience, and everything 
will be made so plain that all 
can understand it.

Ashland University. 
Acting in accordance with the 
advice of high legal authority, 
our present Articles of Incorpor- 
ation have been obtained under 
the name of the Ashland Univer- 
sity. Of the advisability of this 
change of name we were not ap- 
prised until qnite recently, and 
thus had no time to confer with 
our Brethren at large as to what 
name otter than "Ashland Col- 
lege," wonld best suit our people. 
There were many things to be 
considered in choosing a new 
name. After considering a num- 
ber of different names, tbe name 
of Ashland University seemed to 
be the least objectionable, and 
we trust it will prove satisfactory. 
As Secretary of the new board 
of Incorporators I have in my 
possession the official papers, 
from the Receiver, certifying to 
tbe sale of tbe Ashland College 
Buildings and tbe seventeen 
acres ot the campus lying west 
of a line with Grant street, to- 
gether with the receipt for the 
part of the purchase money paid, 
which amount was five hundred 
dollars, the same being all that 
was required until the sale is 
confirmed by the court, when the 
deed will be made and delivered 
to us on receipt of balance of 
first payment. Conditions of 
sale, one-third cash not later than 
September 17, 1888, one-third in 
one year and one-third in two 
years. Back payments to draw 
six per cent interest and to be 
secured by mortgage on the 
property. 

Now Brethren there is no long- 
er auy reason to doubt but what 
fwe pay the twenty thousand 
dollars, the property heretofore 
know as Ashland College, will 
become Ashland University, and 
the property of tbe Brethren 
church. 

Now brethren and sisters, each 
and every one who can be gener- 
ous toward our school. Contrib- 
ute all you can and as fast aa you 
can toward paying the purchase 
money and thus relieve the insti- 
tution of the embarrassment that 
the unpaid part must necessarily 
cause. We suggest that you 
send your money to Josiah Keim, 
Treasurer, of Louisville, Ohio, or 
to V. E. W ampler, Dayton, Ohio, 
or to the Evangelist office Ash- 
land, Onio, and you will be duly 
receipted for the same. 

We pledge yon to publish in 
the Evahbblist, beginning with 
Sept, 1st, a monthly statement of 
all funds received, and where 
from, and how invested ; and 
after due time for the correction 
of any mistakes that may occur, 
we will make a record of said 
statements so that a complete 
statement of all receipts and ex- 
penditures may be had at any 
time. We will cheerfully answer 
and inquiries.

This little book is hardly second in 
Importance to any of tbe larger books J 
of the same author. "It makes tbe 
Bible read like a romance, like a new 
book," Is tbe testimony ot one who bas 
tried it. It gives S66 brief Bible read- 
logs tor daily bome worship, or daily 
prayer meetings, or daily personal, 
reading, arranged to begin atany time, 
traversing the whole Bible in a year. 
In chronological order. The psalms, 
prophecies and epistles are introduced i 
wbere they will light up tbe history, 
and be lighted up by It. Tbe readings | 
consist of selected passages, requiring 
about five minutes dally for reading, | 
omitted portions being concisely itiu- 
mnrized to preserve tbe connection. J 
with brief explanatory notes, and an 
appendix containing ''Bible Markings" I 
by tbe author and by Mr. Moody and I 
others, and several pages of ''Helps to I 
Extemporaneous Prayer," Tbe book! 
Is full of topics for sermons and prayer I 
meetings, but its best use Is as a cheap I 
man oaf for uniting a whole church or I 
Sabbath school or Association In daily I
